There was no time now for retro- 
spective complaint or for anger, for 
the things to be done were much 
more important. What were the 
things to be done? The answer was 
that an economic-socialistic trans- 
formation was to be accomplished. 
All eyes, all the forces of the mass 
of the people were guided toward 
this goal. That the people willing- 
ly followed leadership of this kind 
may be understood when the world 
appreciates how this people, credu- 
lously whipped into a “defensive 
war,” starved, suffered and bled 
through it and still suffer. 

With shattered nerves and rum- 
bling stomachs the people heard the 
siren call: “Now your hour has 
struck, the hour of the proletariat. 
For thyself and for the welfare of 
thy children, thou wilt in future 
work thyself weak, as the prey of 
the greedy capitalists.” 

No voice recognized by the masses 
protested against this call. No one 
pointed out that Germany’s gravely 
sick national economy could permit 
itself no dangerous experiments, 
that the country needed internation- 
al credit and that for the present 
it could not do without the experi- 
ence and even the ruses and trick- 
eries of the capitalists, and that the 
forcible overturn of economic order 
would quickly tear down into fright- 
ful misery the working masses, after 
the small band of the still seem- 
ingly rich. 

Economie Life Disintegrated. 


The independent social democrats, 
who had come close to the doctrines 
of Lenine in the last years of the 
war and who had brought help to in- 
dependents who were fighting with- 
out press or party, already almost 
equaled the wildest communists. 
With this revolution of spirit, moral 
consciousness soon lay dying. The 
first consequence was the quick 
disintegration of economic life. No 
human being can live for any 
length of time on the rations por- 
tioned out by the state and by com- 
munities, rations consisting of min- 
ute quantities of bad bread and 
meat, hardly any fat, all manner of 
unnutritious and unappetizing sub- 
stitute materials and insufficient 
quantities of potatoes. Prices of 
foods secretly obtainable were 1.80 
marks fur an egg, 30 marks for a 
pound of butter, 25 marks for a 
pound of ham and 7 marks for a 
pound of sugar and s0 on. 

These prices were beyond the 
reach of the middle classes and 
likewise the better paid industrial 
workers. In Berlin a competent 
skilled workman may now earn 
7,200 marks a year, and that ave- 
rage is now exceeded by a judge, 
state attorney, teacher or govern- 
ment official. The state forces the 
concession of wages for labor, but 
no industry can long stand them 
under the circumstances of today, 
when, without raw materials and 
machinery and oil, profitable and 
methodical work is impossible. Be- 
hind the present condition lurks 
bankruptcy. 

The people, even today do no\ 
know how the war came, how it was 
conducted or how it ended. To be 
sure, in respect to the conduct of 
the war, they had been persuaded 
to believe that it was ever so in 
wartime, that the enemy had always 
behaved no less atrociously than 
the German armies behaved, and 
that the horror would disappear 
from the world only when capital- 
ism, the root of all evil, the father 
of all wars, should be completely 
annihilated. Activities of the entente 
in France from July to November. 
1918, are not known to the mass of 
the people. 

Accepted Wilson’s 14 Points. 
Public opinion may be voiced thus: 
“We have not been vanquished; 

were never seriously beaten; we 
could have continued a defensive 
war for a long time, but we de- 
cided to accept President Wilson's 
fourteen points, because victory no 
longer appeared possible to the mil- 
itarists and because the proletariat 
was weary of the slaughter. Owing 
to these conditions we preferred 
peace and we disarmed ourselves 
to the point of defenselcssness by 
accepting the terms of the other 
side, for we thought the others were 
just as honorable as we ourselves.” 

Out of this second madness, 
which, like the first, was intended 
to protect the culprits from the con- 
sequences of their misdeeds, grew 
the second disappointment. What 
reached Germany throueh the press 
was never explicit in content and 
hardly ever in tone conveyed the 
real spirit of the noble reasons and 
fair conditions that had been laid 
down by President Wilson with the 
tongue of a world saviour. 

The most hot-headed Chauvinist 
can hardly call Strassburg and Col- 
mar aboriginal French cities, yet 
these places were torn from us with 
the enemy occupation of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and thereby German industry 
lost the rich potash deposits and 80 
per cent of the ores, which were not 
sufficient for all the industria] 
needs even before the war. If the 
upper Silesian mining region were 
also to go, Germany would lose the 
entire quantity of coal remaining 
free for export. The coal and coke 
of the Saar region, whose people 
are German to the core, are demand- 
ed, although théy are indispensable 
to us. It is proposed to keep the 
left bank of the Rhine occupied for 
years, in order that it may be de- 
Germanized, and that its economic 
interests may become. estranged 
from those of Germany during the 
time of occupation, 

Reaching for German Territory. 

Not even the wise humanity of 
the Wilson program shall decide 
the future of the German colonies, 
but rather the arbitrary dictum of 
'colonial competitors. In these col- 
-onies we made many a serious mis- 
| take, but also for decades we gave 
much laborious work to their de-

Paris, April 13.—Premier C_em- 
enceau told a deputation of the 
radical socialist group which call- 
ed upon him today that the ques- 
tion of reparation by Germany had 
been settled among the allies a few 
hours previously on a basis that 
would satisfy the desires of the 
deputation as these had been pre- 
sented to him, and that the same 
could be said for the negotiations 
concerning the Saar valley.

Ban Johnson Charges 


‘Says Dissolution of Na- 
tional Commission and| 


Severance of League Re- 
lations Will Result From 
Verdict. 


Chicago, 
the national 


April 13.—Dissolution of 
baseball commission, 
the supreme court of organized 
baseball; absolute severance of re- 
lations with the National Associa- 
tion of Minor Leagues and revision 
of the players’ contracts, eliminating 
the ten-day and reserve clauses, 
will be the probable result of the 
$240,000 verdict granted the Balti- 
club of the Federal league by 
a jury in the District of Columbia 
supreme court yesterday. 

These revolutionary measures to 
safeguard baseball from all future 
legal attacks were forecast by Ban 
Johnson, of the American league, 
upon his return from Washirgton 
tonight. The American and Nation- 
al leagues, together with their club 
owners and officials, and certain of- 
ficials of the defunct Federal league 
were defendants in the $900,000 suit 
for damages brought under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

President Johnson said that an 
appeal would be taken to the court 
of appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and, if necessary, to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

Blow to Baseball. 

“The verdict, of course, is a blow 
to baseball,” President Johnson said. 
“But we are not particularly dis- 
tressed, as it was nothing more than 
we expected under the circumstances. 
We were bound to appeal, no mat- 
ter what the amount of damages in- 
volved was. 

“We do not want to be charged 
with operating in restraint of trade; 
we want the charge of

While declaring that he did not 
care to ridicule the verdict, or the 
justice of the court, President John- 
son said the attorneys for the Balti-

Bolshevik Tendencies. 

“You would have thought 
we were on trial in Russia,” the 
American league executive’ said. 
‘We were charged with all manner 
of crimes. The attorneys for the 
plaintiffs referred to me as the 
‘czar’ of baseball and gave the im- 
pression that we were on the 
threshold of the penitentiary. 

‘‘Baseball has been conducted un- 
der the present system for forty 
vears and has been persistent in 
of keeping the _ sport 
clean and retaining the dignity of 
the game. If we have been wrong 
in our operations, then, of course, 
we want to Know about it.” 

What methods the American and 
National leagues would adopt to 
govern themselves would be among 
the early developments, President 
Johnson said. The leagues would 
be obliged to conduct their affairs 
independently and the national com- 
mission would have to be abolished 
if the verdict is sustained, he said.

ported a condition of general busi- 
ness prosperity in replies to a ques- 
tionnaire sent to its 4,400 members 
by the National Azgsociation of 
Manufacturers. A digest of the re- 
plies, issued today by the associa- 
tion, showed that sixteen out of the 
twenty-two &roups into which its 
membership was divided reported 
business below 50 per cent of nor- 
mal pre-war conditions. The seven- 
teenth, leather manufacturers, re- 
ported trade about equally divided 
between fair and good. 


Eleven Obstacles Named. 
In response to a request for sug- 


gestions to help general prosperity. 


the replies enumerated a total of 
eleven obstacles laying in the path 
of a return to normal conditions. 
Michael J. Hickey, who prepared 
the digest for the _ association, 
placed the eleven in the following 
order of importance, estimated ac- 
cording to the _ relative emphasis 
placed upon them by the association 
members: 

(1) Delay in signing the treaty of 
peace; (2) general high cost of la- 
bor and material; (3) sudden cessa- 
tion of war-buying operations by the 
United States and foreign govern- 
ments; (4) hand-to-mouth buying 
by jobbers, retailers and consumers 
awaiting expected price reductions; 
(5) continued government control, 
management and operation of rail- 
roads, etc.; (6) sudden imposition of 
heavy war revenue tax burdens on 
industry; (7) labor unrest, agita- 
tion and industrial strife; (8) high 
prices of wheat due to government 
guarantee; (9) unemployment and 
poor distribution of labor forces re- 
leased from naval or military serv- 
ice; (10) delay in settlement by 
federal government of claims for 
war con- 


import trade embargoes by Great 
Britain, France and Italy. 

What Is Needed for Prosperity. 

The digest thus summarizes the 
opinions of the association mem- 
bers as to what is needed to pro- 
mote national prosperity and a re- 
turn to normal business conditions: 

“Stop war-time extravagance; re- 
turn the railroads and the wires to 
the owners; modify taxes on in- 
dustry; let the government bear the 
losses on wheat—the foundation of 
food prices; abolish war-period 
regulating agencies; let increased 
production justify high wages; have 
the government pay its war bills; 
inaugurate public works; educate 
the public in the elements of eco- 
nomics.” 

The digest does not give a very 
optimistic outlook in respect to im- 
proved business conditions for this 
year. A:ter remarking that the pro- 
duction of iron and steel is unversal- 
ly regarded in business circles as 
the most reliable trade barometer, 
it says that the replies from this 
industry show trade in a state of 
comparative lethargy while sixty 
seven per cent of the steel and iron 
manufacturing plants do not regard 
trade prospects for 1919 as bright.

the return of the railroads to their 
private owners. Government reg- 
ulation was approved in eighty per 
cent of the total replies received. 

The labor problem was dealt with 
in three questions: 


“Do you favor or oppose a legally | 


constituted national board for the 
adjudication of labor disputes?’ 

“Are you in favor of legislation 
imposing legal responsibility on 
trade unions?”’’ 

“Do you favor or oppose the re- 
peal of the LaFollette seaman’s act?” 

The vote on the first question 
showed 64 per cent in favor of a na- 
tional adjudication board, but some 
important qualifications were made. 
The digest declares that the com- 
ments showed general dissatisfac- 
tion with the present national war 
labor board, on the ground that it 
was conceded too much to the la- 
bor side in a dispute and that many 
manufacturers directly charged 
that the board had “failed to be im- 
partial, judicial or conciliatory.” 

The greatest unanimity shown on 
any question was in regard to the 
placing of statuatory responsibility 
on trade unions for their contracts 
and the acts of their agents. Less 
than one half of one per cent of the 
replies were negative. 

The opposition to the repeal of the 
LaFollé@tte seaman’s law was also 
very small, being less than seven 
and a half per cent.

With prominent Atlantans present 
and taking part in the program, an 
interesting and instructive educa- 
tional mass meting was held at Big 
Bethel church Sunday afternoon, 
lasting*two and one-half hours. A 
feature was the subscription of ap- 
proximately $700 for the benefit of 
the Atlanta normal and industria! 
school. 

A. Montgomery, president of the 
Coca Cola bottling works, presided. 
Among other things in his opening 
remarks, Mr. Montgomery said: “‘The 
best white people of the south desire 
to help and encourage the colored 
people, because our relations and 
conditions here are reciprocal. We 
believe i the negro and a large 
number Of them believe in us. What- 
ever of prosperity they have had, 
the better class of white people 
have aided in many ways in their 
getting it, and at the same time 
they have helped us to secure the 
south and our property and best 
interests.”’ 

Judge Hillyer Speaks. 

Judge George Hillyer, speaking on 
the ‘friendly relation of the two 
races, said, that as a student of 
history and the Bible, and having 
lived in the world for more than 
eighty years, he rejoiced in the be- 
lief that the negro and white man 
of slavery days and since the war 
had gotten along peacefully to- 
gether. That he was certain that 
there was never more reason for 
them to do well now than for any 
other period in the south’s history. 
Said he: “It pays to be friendly 
and kind to the animal and brute 
creation, to say nothing of those 
who have tilled our fields, cooked 
our food, nursed our children and 
showed a disposition at every turn 
to be kind to us.” He declared that 
there are some mean negroes and 
some mean white folks, but they 


that these mean classes had neither 
sense nor God on their side. One 
thousand people 
Hillyer as he talked to 
Plainly and they seemed 
his fatherly counsel.

Washington, April 13.—Inland 
waterway transportation of the 
United States should be co-ordinated 
more closely with the railway sys- 
tem, and the relationship of rates 
adjusted in proportion to the cost 
and desirability of service, said Di- 
rector General Hines in a letter to 
Senator Fletcher and a group of 
senators and representatives inter- 
ested in waterways. The letter, 
made public today, was in answe1 
to inquiries from the members of 
congress as to the railroad admin- 
istration’s attitude toward water- 
ways and explained in detail past 
accomplishments and future plans. 

Mr. Hines also proposed that if 
the railroads go back to private 
control and the railroad administra- 
tion disbanded, the inland water- 
ways be placed under governmenta!] 
agency “at least through an ade- 
quate experimental period.” 

“I deem it highly important to 
preserve and strengthen in the pub- 
lic interest the beginnings already 
made in demonstrating the utility 
of our inland waterways,” said Mr. 
Hines. 

“Il am a firm believer in the policy 
that the great inland waterways of 
the country can be made economic-

These barges are for service 
between Cordova and New Orleans.

Water and Rail Rates, 


“The attitude of the railroad ad- 
ministration with respect to the re- 
lation between water and rail com- 
petitive rates is that the rates 
should bear a relation to each other 
proportionate to the cost and de- 
sirability of the service by the re- 
spective routes and methods. of 
transportation. There is no doubt 
that in the past the relations be- 
tween the rail and water rates have 
not always been determined on this 
basis, and that application of this 
principle will necessitate modifica- 
tion of some existing rate and ad- 
justment. 

“At present the principal district 
in which the question presents itself 
is the Mississippi valley. There is 
now being heard before the inter- 
State commerce commission a case 
originally involving rates between 
Memphis and points in southern 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Kansas, in 
which the issues have beeome ex- 
tended until it involves the rates 
between points on the 
of the southern Missis- 
sippi and points in the territory 
above described and between points 
in that territory, also the relation- 
ship of rates between the river 
towns and rates from points on the 
river to interior points. 

“The railroad administration is 
taking the position in this case that 
it does not urge the granting of 
interstate com- 
merce commission for the mante- 


nance of this rate relationship, ex- 


cept as to certain rates which the 
rail carriers in the central section 
of the country from Chicago to the 
gulf are required to maintain on a 
lower basis than some intermediate 
rates in order to meet ocean com- 
petition from the eastern seaboard. 


Barges for the Mississippi. 


“For the lower Mississippi river 
operations,” wrote the director gen- 
eral, “approximately $630,800 has 
been applied to the purchase of two 
Steel towboats and nine steel barges 
of 550 tons average capacity, and 
the equipping of leased vessels 
(three steel towboats and twenty 
steel barges) and the strengthening 
of the hull ofanacquired barge and 
installation of machinery thereon, 
to be used in transfer service at 
New Orleans. All of this equipment 
is in operation except the transfer 
barge, which is being equipped. 
Contracts have been awarded for 
the construction of six steel tow- 
boats of 1,800-horsepower each and 
forty steel barges of 2,000 tons ca- 
pacity each at an aggregate cost of 
$6,290,000, for use on the lower 
Mississippi river. It is expected 
that these towboats and barges will 
be completed and in service in mid- 
summer or early fall.
